Thoroughly aroused by reports from 
Washington City to the effect that At- 
lanta is to lose almost all of the offi- 
cers of the department of the gulf, in 
spite of her protests, President Fred 
Paxon, of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, will today call a special 
session of his directors with a view to 


taking immediate and radical action in | ; 
Preparations Made for 1,000 


the matter. He stated last night that 
a committee will be sent to Washing- 
ton immediately if the directors feel 
that this is necessary to keep the de- 
partment here intact. 

Reports from the national capital 
late yesterday were to the effect that, 
despite the protests which have reach- 
ed the war department from many 
sections of the country, it is appar- 
ently settled beyond the _ possibility 
of a change that the contemplated or- 
ders will soon be issued, to take ef- 
fect July 1. And while the brigadier 
general and his staff will still remain 
in Atlanta, the ordnance officers, sur- 
geon, quartermaster and signal corps 
officers here will be transferreg to the 
eastern division headquarters in New 
York. 7 

Georgians Are Busy.’ 

That Georgia senator and congress- 
men haven't been slow in taking up the 
matter is proven by the fact that sev- 
eral of these called upon various offi- 
cers and members of the War depart- 
ment Friday, protesting at the pro- 
posed change. To none of these were 
hopes held out that the change would 
not be made, but it was. stated by 
rested officers that the changed condi- 
ions woulq be less prondunced than 
has heretofore been expected. 

Major General Leonard Wood, chief 
of staff of the army, said to Repre- 
sentative Hughes, of Georgia, “There 
will be little change in Atlanta. A 
brigadier general with his aides and 
a purchasing agent with his clerical 
force will remain.” 

After his conversation with the gen- 
eral, Mr. Hughes said to The Coneti- 
tution’s representative, “In the last 
analysis, the department will remain 
practically unchanged, I have been as- 
sured.”’ 

This assurance, however, is appar- 
ently at wide variance with the state- 
ment that all the department officers 
gave the general and his staff will be 
transferred to Chicago and President 
Paxon of the local chamber of com- 
meree expects to do all in his power 
to prevent the change if such a thing 
is possible. 

When shown the dispatches from 
Washington last night, he said: 

“I shall call a special meeting of our 
directors as early tomorrow as possi- 
ble. We will go into this matter im- 
mediately and take such steps as we 
decide will best meet the emergency. 
It Is possible that we may decide to 
send a strong delegaton to Washington 
immediately tc register our forma) 
protest.

Story From Washington. 

The dispatch out of Washington rel- 
ative to the matter is in full as fol- 
lows: 

Washington, May 19.-—-Despite' the 
protests which have reached the war 
department from various parts of the 
country, it is apparently settled beyond 
possibility of change, that orders for 
the concentration of staff officers at 
the various division headquarters wil]! 
be issued shortly upon the induction 
into office of the new secretary of 
war, Henry L. Stimson, and will be- 
come effective July 1. 

The plan affects all four divisions 
of the army except the one with head- 
quarters at Manila, namely: the 
division of the east, with headquarters 
at New York; the division of the lakes, 
with headquarters at Chicago; the di-

vision of the Pacific, with headquar-. 


ters at San Francisco. It is proposed 
to concentrate at division headquar- 
ters the staf fofficers that would be 
under the authority of a major general 
in the field. 

While a brigadier general and his 
two aides will be retained at Atlanta. 
the ordnance officer, surgeon, quar- 
termaster and signal corps officers 
will be transferred to the division of 
the east at New York. 

The headquarters of the department 
of the lakes will be transferred from 
Chigago to: Fort Snelling, near St. 
Paul, Minn. The division headquarters, 
however, will be retained at Chicago.

PROBE STARTED 
DY GOVERNMENT 


Charges of Gianlc Conspi- 
aty Made by Attorney 
General Wickersham, 


10 TRADE ORGANIZATIONS 
ARE NAMED IN THE SUIT 


Government Institutes. a Suit. 
Replete With Sensational 


Changer: Against the Eastern 


Trust Law. 


New York, May 19.—In the first fed- 
eral anti-trust proceedings brought un- 
der the Sherman law as interpreted by. 
the Standard Olli decision, the depart- 
ment of justice filed suit in the federal 
court here today against various con- 
stituent organizatons of what 8s prop- 
erly known as the “lumber trust” al- 
leging the existence of a widespread 
conspiracy, “unreasonably” to restrain 
the lumber trade in this country. 

It is said the suit may be the first 
of a series planned by Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham looking to the break- 
ing up of alleged agreements among 
the retailers of many of the com- 
modities of life to maintain high prices, 
to force all ultimate vaineenes to buy 
from retailers and to blacklist whole- 
salers who sell to others than mem- 
bers of the retail organizations in the 
various states and cities. 

Ten trade organizations and more 
than 150 individuals are named as de- 
fendants in today’s suit. It alleges 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust law 
and seeks a permanent injunction re- 
straining the defendants from continu- 
ing the conspiracy charged. F 

Elaborate System of Biackmailing. 

The elaborate system of blacklist- 
ing attributed to the alleged conspira- 
tors, copies of circulars sent out by 
the various organizations classifying 
consumers as “proper” and “improper” 
trade, extracts from reports threat- 
ening “short shrift” to dealers dar- 
ing to violate the rules of the organ-' 
izations and.branding such offenders 
as “poachers,” ‘‘scalpers,” “maver- 
icks” and “illegitimates,” are fully set 
forth in the government’s petition. 

It is alleged that not ‘only have pri- 
vate consumers been blacklisted, but 
many of the great industrial concerns 
of the country have been put under the 
ban by the lumber dealers. The gov- 
ernment’s bill, aggregating 20,000 
words,-is replete with sensational al- 
legations and interesting exhibits. 

The suit is directed specifically 
against retail organizations in the east-

Effect of Standard Oi! 


Although the lawyers in gharge’ of 
the case believe the Standard Oil de-

Juarez, Mexico, May 19.—Peace will 
not be declared as in effect in Mexico, 
nor will the general armistice be ter- 
minated till the moment Senor Fran- 
cisco Leon de la Barra bécomes pro- 
visional president in succession to 
President Diaz. 

Francisco I. Madero, Jr., will not 
visit Mexico City until Minister de la 
Barra is installed in power. He may 
then go-to the capital to assist in 
tranquilizing the country.

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No peace agreement will be signed,

Naming of New Cabinet. 

The naming of the new cabinet, 
which is to surround Provisional Presi- 
dent de la Barra, was the chief work 
of the day among the rebel leaders. 
Senor Madero did it with the assist- 
ance of his advisers. What they final- 
ly will do cannot be predicted, as 
names for cabinet portfolios are sub- 
ject to change without notice until the 
new members are installed.

Minister of fomento (promotion of 
colonization, industry), Manuel Calero.

Senor de la Barra will name a sub- 
secretary-treasurer to take charge of 
foreign relations while he is occupied 
in the provisional presidency. 

Bmilio Vasquez Gomez is now in San 
Antonio, Texas. He is a brother of 
Dr. Gomez, who is to take the post 
of public instructions. Manuel Calero 
is now a member of the Mexican con- 
gress and one of the leading cham- 
pions of the reforms desired by the 
new progressive party. 

Manuel Bonilla has been the revo- 
lutionfst leader of the state of Sinaloa 
and has occupied the ministry of com- 
munication in the rebel cabinet. 

Ernest Madero is a cousin Of Fran- 
cisco I. Madero and one of the most 
prominent financiers in Mexico. He is 
in Monterey.

When asked for a statement Friday, 
Traffic Manager Harry T. Moore, of the 
Atlanta freight bureau, declined to say 
anything concerning the increased 
rates. 

It is generally understood that the 
shippers are looking to the freight bu- 
reau to take the initiative in case any 
Steps are to be taken to protest against 
the increased rates, and that if any 
meeting of the shippers is to be held 
to consider the situation the call should 
come: from that source.

Another important feature of the sit- 
uation -about which the shippers are 
seriously concerned Is the status of the 
special contracts for local transporta- 
tion movements which several of them 
have entered into with the railroad 
companies. In these contracts the rail- 
roads agreed to handle movements of 
cars within the switching Itmits for a 
Sum less than the flat rate of $2 per 
car. 

Since the order of the commission 
was issued authorizing the railroads to 
increase their rates’ 100 per cent, the 
Shippers are up in the air as to the 
effect which this order will have on 
those contracts.’ The commission did 
not consider these contracts in their 
investigation of the question. The 
shippers do not know whether they are 
nullified or not by the commission’s 
order, and so far no one has taken any 
steps to find out.

The Constitution, in the lead of all southern newspapers, has 
pointed out the evils of the New York institution and insisted 
upon a. remedy... The complaint reached congress, and forced action 
by the New York crowd to the extent of a white-washing investiga- 
tion, and a “house-cleaning” from the inside. The latter, by the 
way, was a farce. But action of a decisive nature is still deferred 
and unless the mill men and farmers bring sustained pressure on 
congress there is reason to fear the postponement will be indefinite. 

Meanwhile—where is the federal department of justice, so 
brisk in its trust-busting. activities, and so lavish in its efforts to 
hound southern business .institutions and honest business gener- 
ally? By inexorable precedent, it is lined up on the side of bear 


gamesters on the New York Cotton Exchange. Up to last spring, 
the government had never taken cognizance of gambling that de- 
pressed prices on the New York Cotton Exchange. Then, abrupt- 
ly, at the instance of “short” traders: who were seeking to “welch” 
on their contracts, it instituted prosecution of the men who were 
trying to maintain the price of cotton! .

FRANCE IN THE PEACE PACT. 


France, as well as England, has been invited by the United 
States to enter into a permanent and all-embracing arbitration 
agreement. The department of state announces that it has just 
submitted to both French and British ambassadors provisional 
drafts that may furnish the basis of further negotiations, : 

Such progress toward world-peace is more than even the most 
enthusiastic had hoped for in the near future. It had been gen- 
erally agreed that ties of language and blood enhanced the pros- 
pects of the Anglo-American pact. It had also been known that 
France, with other nations, was favorably interested in the situa- 
tion. But that sentiment had_ crystallized to the extent that 
France was ready to enter negotiations, as now seems the case, 
had not been a matter of general knowledge. 

It is, of course, premature to reckon on the complete success 
of the three-cornered pact, or even of the original agreement be- 
tween our Own country and England. But the most pessimistic 
reasoner cannot escape the conclusion that the strongest men in 
all three governments are affirmatively disposed. Given that as a 
starting point, it is rational to believe that the consummation can- 
not be long delayed. | . | 

The entrance of France into the equation brings on other im- 
portant considerations. Through her own financial and other af- 
filiations, and through England’s affiliations and Far Eastern in- 
terests, France’s presence in the pact directly affects Japan and 
China, 

With America, France and. England in agreement, and the 
imaginary peril from the Far East diminished perceptibly, Ger- 
many and Russia would be the only great military nations yet un- 
accounted for—and the latter is in no position to show its teeth. 

All this is, of course, built on what may be called contingent 
reasoning. But the situation is strong erfugh in realism to in- 
spire more world-optimism than has ever been felt outside, of peace 
conferences or conventions of theorists. 

Which means, of course, that the great peace rally scheduled 
for Atlanta’s Auditorium-Armory May 28th will have a signifi- 
cance greater than had occurred to the most hopeful of its pro- 
jectors. . 
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REGARDING INTERNATIONAL “HONOR.” 


In a characteristically incisive article, Colonel Roosevelt warns 
the United States against any peace pact that agrees to submit 
to arbitration questions affecting the “honor, integrity and inde- 


Evidently, the colonel wrote his warning before the issuance 
lof the preliminary draft recently submitted to the French and 
British ambassadors by this country.

Snow 
head the list, and they allege that 
through the Granite City Realty and 
Trust Company, of Mt. Airy, and 
through L. B. Williams, of Richmond, 
they were induced to make applica 
tion for loan from the Southern Loan 
and Trust Company, the Granite City 
Company and Williams acting as its 
agents, 

The Southern Loan and Trust Com- 
pany was represented as having a 
paid-up capital of $500,000, which was 
to be augmented to double that amount 
by sales; that the company was abund- 
antly able to make loans when ample 
collateral was put up, fitles passed 
and 10 per.cent of the loan desired 
was depusited with it. 

On the strength of this, claim the 
plaintiffs, they paid, directly and indi- 
rectly, to the company $2,450.50, the 
aggregate of the loans requested be- 
ing $27,500. 

The loan was to be sent to the 
plicant within ninety days, at the 
latest, say the plaintiffs, but by the 
system employed by the company, as 
they afterward discovered, it would be 
seven years before some of the loans 
were ever reached. 

The company sells engraved con- 
tracts, say the plaintiffs, with a face 
value of $500 each. Those applying 
for a loan make monthly payments of 
$5 and when enough money is accumu- 
latea the first man in line gets his 
loan.

Bainbridge, Ga., May 19.—(Special.) 
G. C. Ray, a young white man and ex- 
United States soldier, was yesterday 
tried in Decatur superior court for the 
murder of Esie Dupree in a questionable 
resort in Bainbridge about two months 
ago. His defense was temporary in- 
sanity. 

The evidence showed that he brought 
the woman here from Montgomery, 
Ala., a day or two before the tragedy; 
that he was infatuated with her, and 
endeavored to induce her to marry 
him, and on her final refusal to either 
marry him or accompany him back to 
Montgomery, he shot her dead with his 
pistol. There was evidence that Ray’s 
mind was naturally weak, and that his 
reason was dethroned temporarily by 
the woman’s refusal to marry him. 

The jury did not accept this theory 
of the defense, and after short deliber- 
ation found him guilty of murder, but 
recommended him to mercy, which was 
recognized by the judge in passing the 
life sentence. 

The defendant was represented by 
Judge Harrell and Messrs. T. 8S.

Samples of Mrs. Jarrett’s onions have 
been received by Atlanta's projuce 
men, and she cannot, in the next year, 
fill half the orders which have come 
to her. 

Her Old Plantation. ~ 

Mrs. Jarrett represents one of the 
Oldest and most prominent families in 
Georgia. She was Miss Anna Lewis, 
the daughter of Dr. David W. Lewis, 
who was for years president of the 
North Georgia Agricultural college in 
Dahlonega, Ga. Several years ago, 
her health failed, and she was ordered 
to the couftry to rest. She went back 
to the old plantation which had been 
tf her father’s family for over a cen- 
tury, and began her experiment in 
farming. The plantation has been 
divided into small farms by heirs from 
time to time, but Mrs. Jarrett still 
holds 125 acres, every acre of which 
is under cultivation and under her 
direction. 


Did Not Study 


When. asked if she studied agricul- 
ture, Mrs. Jarrett replied: “Not in the 
scientific sense it is studied now. I 
knew certain agricultural principles, 
as applied to the home, and I was al- 
ways interested in woman's part on 
the farm; the dairy products. the can- 
ning—indeed,, any department of the 
farm in which she might select to in- 
terest herself. There is such a broad 
field for woman's life on the farm if 
she could only see it, or be brought 
to see it.’ said Mrs. Jarrett ear~estly, 
“and I wish I could see the mestage 
made to reach the many who need it.

She fias the best Jersey stock, gray 
Jerseys, and at present there are nine- 
teen cows giving milk. With the as- 
sistance of two negro women, Mr. and 
Mrs. Jarrett have entire charge of the 
dairy and its products. 

“Who does the~milking?” asked a 
poor inland city product—a woman 
who had never had the joy to be on a 
farm—and Mrs. Jarrett remarked, 
with pride: 

“I milk 
morning. 

“Why, I like it. The cows all know 
me. and sometimes I lean against one 
while she is to be milked, while I 
milk the other. They are gentle 
and lovable. They are very 
pliable and can be easily train 
ed by gentle measures. My cows 
know their names perfectly. In 
the evening when they come in from 
pasture I can stand at a distance and 
call them by name and they will come 
to me. Each one knows her stall, and 
goes to it without mistaKxe at night. 

“The little bull calves we sell, gen- 
erally when they are six weeks old, the 
average price $9.50. The best market 
for them at present seems to be Au- 
gSusta, most of ours being shipped 
there. The little heifers we keep, and 
there is constant demand for their pur-

But Cotton for August Deliv- 
ery Was Unsettled and 
Easier---Spot | Higher. 


New York, May 19.—Old crop posi- 
Zions again made new high records 
@uring the day’s trading in the cot- 
ton market, but only the near months 
ghowed any strength of consequence, 
‘August and later deliveries being un- 
gettied and easier, under realizing ani 
more favorable weather reports. The 
close was steady at a net advance of 
7 points to a decline of 14 points. 

he market opened barely steady 
at a decline of four to nine points un- 
der scattered realizing and local sell- 
ing, which was inspired by the ap- 
pearance of rains in the eastern belt 
and expectations of more or less gen- 
eral showers and thunderstorms to- 
night or tomorrow, which were 
thought likely to relieve the droughty 
conditions recently reported. Trade 
interests were buying both old and new 
Crop positions around the initial fig- 
ures, however; early indications point- 
ed to bullish week-end figures, and 
when the early sellers found their of- 
ferings were being absorbed without 
making much further impression on 
prices, a covering movement started 
which carried May and July mto new 
high ground, and the new crop back 
to about the closing figures of last 
night. There was ‘a little more cot- 
ton for sale after May reached 16 cents 
and July 16.13, owing to reports of a 
less active spot demand and when 
into-sight figures were published show- 
ing rather a larger movement than 
expected, the market turned easier in 
the late trading. 

May and July closed a shade over 
the closing figures of last night, but 
August was weak under liquidation 
and selling by people who expected 
that the bull campaign will be wound 
up before the end of July and at one 
time showed a net loss of 
points, While the new crop sold 9 to 
12 points net lower and closed within 
a point or so of the bottom.

Weakness Attributed to Less; 


Demand From Short * 


Interest. 


New York, May 19.—Trading in 
stocks fell off largely today after 
three days of heavy dealings. Stocks 
moved up and down within a narrow 
range, and closing prices showeg small 
losses for the market leaders. 

Traders on the long side made ev- 
ery effort to sustain prices at the high 
point reached by the week’s advance, 
and gave support to the market when 
it became heavy. Stocks sagged back, 
however, whenever buying ceased. The 
weakness was attributable largely to 
the lessened demand from the short 
interest, which had covered extensive- 
ly ea¥lier in the week, and to the fact 
that the higher prites haq the effect 
of diminishing the outside demand. 

he most extensive movements ofthe 
day among the active stocks were in 
Reading and Amalgamated Copper, 
both of which rose a point, only to fall 
back again. Amalgamated Copper at- 
tracted a large following by reasun of 
the continued reports of a substantial 
improvement in the copper’ metal 
trades, and the belief that there still 
existed a large short interest in this 
stock, which was attempting to cover. 
fhe fertilizer stocks were exceptionally 
heavy, Virginia-Carolina Chemical, 
American Agricultural Chemical and 
American Cotton Of] all falling back, 
apparently on account of the belief 
that the terms of settlement of the 
potash dispute with German interests 
were not as favorable as haq been 
hoped for 

At unsettling factor was the begin- 
ning of a government suit under the 
Sherman law against various lumber 
conp.panies. News of the government’s 
action was received shortly before the 
close of the market, and was used ef- 
fectively as a bear weapon in the final 
dealings. 

It became known today that the 
first of the financing projects of Mis- 
souri Pacific, in connection with the re- 
habilitation of the property, would be 
annouhced shortly and would probably 
take the form of a three-year note 
issue of $20,000,000 or $25,000,000. The 
notes are expected to provide cash for 
improvements and betterments for the 
debt of between $4,000,000 ang $5,000,-

asm over the project, and Missouri Pa- 
cific shared in the general heaviness 
of the market. 

Indications of Better trade conditions 
continued to be received, although 
they are not gufficiently general to 
justify definite expectations of wide- 
spread betterment.

COTTON VISIBLE SUPPLY. 


Bull Leaders’ Predictions About 
Shrinkage Prove True. 


New Orleans, May 19.—Today, for 
the first time in this calendar year 
and’ for the first time since the move- 
ment of the last crop became heavy, 
the visible supply of American cotton 
went below last year’s low record, the 
figures being 2,045,991 bales, against 
2,054,641 a year ago. This shrinkage 
of the visible supply of American cot- 
ton to below the semi-famine levels 
of the supply a year ago has been pre- 
dicted many times in the last few 
months by bull leaders like Frank B. 
Hayne and W. P. Brown, but was not 
thought possible by leaders on the 
short side of the cotton market, who

the country., Leading bulls today ex- 
plained the statistical position by stat~- 
ing that great as the curtailment may 
have been in this country, it has not 
been great enough to meet the small 
supplies of cotton Jeft and that, to no 
small extent, the curtailment in this 
country has been offset by the record- 
breaking consumption of cotton in 
England, where, according to private 
cable messages from Liverpool and 
Manchester, mills are running full time 
and have orders ahead that will keep 
them on that time, if supplies of cot- 
ton permit, until next December. 

Today’s week-end statistics caused 
more than the usual amount of gossip 
in the local market. Mill takings for 
the week were larger than expected, 
being put at 206,000 bales, against 
184,000 this week last year, and, in 
consequence of the small movement 
into sight for the week, 73,823 bales, 
against 74,381 this week last year, put 
a big hole in the visible supply, the 
decrease for the week amounting to 
144,253 bales, against a decrease of 
107,616 bales this week last year. In 
reviewing the statistical position, it 
was pointed out that while the season 
started off with a smaller visible sup- 
ply than last season, the visible on 
September 1 being 782,000 bated, 
against 1,472,000 on September 1 in 
1909, the larger crop raised this fast 
season, compared with two seasons 
ago, soon piled up a comparatively 
large visible and after a while made 
it materially larger than the visible 
comparisons of a year ago. Then it 
was that the bear side claimed there 
would be enough cotton to go around, 
especially with the curtailment threat- 
ened. The bulls ciaimed, however, that 
long before the ist of September, this 
year, the visible ee below the 
visible of a year ago, arid today their 
predictions came true.

Some observers still 
believe that a clearer view of crop 
outturn, more active employment in 
industry and a settlement of tariff un- 
.certainty are necessary before gen- 
eral business will throw off the 
apathy it has shown for months past.
